Stated dispatched an ambulance to the location ’ 

and picked up victim of epileptic fit. Stated the 
ambulance he had dispatched to the scene then drove 
victim to parkland hospital. While ambulance driver 
was in pr'pcess of registering victim at hospital, 

VICTIM disappeared. 

Informatt could not furnish name of victim of 
any additional information. Stated that if we 
thought the above might be of pertinence to our 
Investigation regarding this casej suggested we contact^ 
the ambulance driver: Aubrey _ Lee*'- Hike, present address 

unknown. Also stated RIKE'no* longer v;orks for the 
funeral home, but believes funeral home will be able r 
to furnish address. h 

Stated he believed this incident may have been 
planned to distract attention from the "shooting" 
that was to follow. ^ ^
